The McGiU. Students* Veterans' 
Society' have" announced that their 
first general meeting will be held 
on today at 5 p.m. in the Union 
Ballroom. Discussion will rest 
mainly upon the past and future 
work of the society, and upon the 
coming -, election of oUiceri. This 
meeting is open to all veterans, 
and, being the Initial one of the 
1S46<47 session, and will be direct* 
cd mainly toward informing all in- 
coming cx-servicemcn of the aims 
and functions of the society. A re- 
view of previous work' will also be 
featured. 

The president of the M.S.V.S., 
Len Starkcy, in submitting this re- 
view, will- pay special attention to 
the society's past efforts in dealing 
with the many problems affecting 
veteran students today. Particular 
stress Is to be laid upon the organ- 
ization's recent venture, which was 
to distribute questionnaires to the 
veterans of all faculties in order to 
obtain sufficient information to for* 
mulate a future course of action. 
In addition, it will be noted that 
briefs have been submitted through 
proper channels lo government 
authorities; also it must be noted 
that the M.S.VS. inaugurated the 
National Conference of Student 
Veterans last December. 

The all-important question of 
housing, will . be given .prominence 
m a report tendered by the Hous- 
ing Director, John Switzman, fol- 
lowed by a statement on mcmbor- 
.>^hlp and finances. Among the items 
.nf immediate importance will be 
the election of a new body of offi- 
cers to form a new executive, 
which \yill be charged with imple- 
menting the policy of the M.S.V S. 
during the' 1946-47 session. 

At the present lime, the society 
\n concerned with the task of classi- 
fying and arranging the informa- 
tion garnered from the circulation 
of the veterans' questionairc last 
week. This poll dealt largely with 
three aspects of major importance 
— housinif. employment and finan- 
ces. The finished brief tabulated 
on this evidence will determine the 
future policy of the M.S.V.S.

Hie sequel to the squatter's 
movement on McGill College Ave 
occurred this afternoon when 4300, 
SL Desis St., an actively operating 
gambling establishment was occu- 
pied by three families while some 
of the operators were still present 

When we arrived at the two 
storey building, the lower floor of 
which is occupied by a dry . clean- 
ers store, a body of. 25 members 
of the seamen's vunlon had Just 
arrived. The street outside was 
crowded with >{ curious onlookers 
and former 'members of the club. 

We were admitted by two of the 
seamen who peered down the nar- 
row stairs at us^and finally allow- 
ed us to get in .when we mentioned 
that we were from the Daily. Up- 
stairs in the six room apartment 
the scene was a jittle different 
from that which we had wilncascd 
on McGill College, because the liv- 
ing room and kitchen were occu- 
pied by the seamen who were buisy 
helping the Squatters unpack and 
get settled. In the front bedroom 
we found the' two month old baby 
"the youngest squatter in the 
world" to quote his mother, quite 
unaware of tlie activity around it

In the back room were colourful 
signs, "Ce club est ouvert a 7 p.m, 
tous les soirs," "Les Jetons sont 
payables comptent nous faisons 
credit aux personnes de 80. ans et 
plus accompagnes die leurs par- 
ents." In a commercial cooler In 
the kitchen the soft drinks left by 
the previous tenants had been 
moved over to. make room for the 
babies' bottles and the milk, butter 
and eggs , of the three families. In 
another room a vvoman of 69 was 
making up a bed for two children 
who looked to be about 2 and 3. 
The seamen were carrying a 
gambling table out of another room 
and moving in some family belong' 
ings. In the front room over -the 
mantle was a crudely constructed 
filing cabinet' where the member- 
ship cards of the patrons we're kept 
In the kitchen a reporter from one 
of Montreal's dailies was calling up 
members one by one, a pile of cards 
in fronl of him. Gas and elsctridty 
were still connected and hot water 
was available. 

Wc spoke to seaman 3, Peters, 
\yho was on guard at the door, 
One of the other men had told us

Outstonding Coiirses 



The return of the service man to civilan life and Ihc campus 
is marked by a reconversion of universities across the nation. 

New lectures halls arc being built, hew departments are being 
-set up and many of those already in existence arc being augmented. 
Staffs have been enlarged in an attempt to meet' the wave of new 
students ahd the whole academic picture shows greater breadth 
and greater depth. 

The accent seems to be on departments related to economics, 
industrial and world affairs. Universities seem to be appreciating 
the demand for courses which will help broaden the outlook of 
students beyond the fields of classics, ancient history and maihe- 
matlcs. . 

VARSITY: A number of new courses have been instituted here 
within the last few years. This year. Professor V. W. Bladen, former 
head of the department of economics has organized the Institute of 
Industrial Relations. This course supplements economics courses and 
furnishes material for post graduate -work. A small number of 
students arc enrolled in the Institute of Child Study which was 
established in 1943 and makes a study of children from private 
homes brought to the Institute each day to be cared for. In addition 
Varsity has organized a ten-month courses for veterans in Business 
and a school of Chinese students.. '. 

*UBC: Here also the recent trend of world events has had its 
influence. Dr. James Sobell, a Wing- Commander in the Air Force 
for seven years and senior air officer in the Allied Commission in 
Austria as well as head of the censorship department there, has 
organized a Department of Slavonic studies with one year of Rus- 
sian as a prerequisite. This course is open only to senior students 
with over 65 per cent in the language and the course in Russian 
is not counted as a degree credit unless followed by a second year's 
study. The study of the Slavonic peoples includes an introduction 
to the languages as well as a survey of history and literature. 

A course in literary criticism and advanced composition is open 
to a limited number of senior students, with . emphasis on short- 
story writing and reviews on literature and a new school of Music 
has Just been inaugurated. . ...... . . ,, . 

WESTERN: This university, although well-known for its; foot- 
ball team, has also had a good deal of recent publicity concerning 
its School of Journalism instituted last year. It is the only school 
of Journalism in Canada and unlike Columbia, perhaps the best 
knoWn school of this sort, is an undergraduate school. Upon the 
completion of quarters, the university is planning to institute a 
school of Physical Education. 

ST. FRANCIS XAVIER: This university is well-known as a 
pioneer In the field of consumer coroperatives in adult, education 
iContinued on Page 4.) . 



The programs will include music, 
highlights in the university world 
of sport, interviews of prominent 
people on the campus and enter- 
tainment of various sorts to be 
presented by the students. It is 
expected that with the variety of 
talent and' interest on the McGill 
campus, the show will be amazingly 
varied. 

The program itself will be 
handled through the Publicity De- 
partment of the Athletics Office, 
but will not be entirely devoted to 
athletics. The first broadcast will 
feature an interview with an out- 
standing campus personality; a few 
of the more intercstins sidelights 
at McGiU presented by Bob Ever- 
son— and a very well rounded quar- 
tet which' will sing one or two of 
the old college songs. 



Prof. Keirsted 
Speaks on 
Labour Peace 



Prof. B. S. Keirsted, speaking un- 
der the auspices o( the National 
Council of Jewish Juniors last 
night, addressed an audience of 
about sixty on the problem of la- 
bour-m'anagement.relalions in Cana- 
da. Prof., Kicnted. termed the com- 
mon practise^ of rspeaking of this 
subject as the "labour problem" 
misleading, since it it Implied that 
labour alone Is responsible for the 
difficulties which have plagued in- 
dustrial relations since the war. He 
went on to blame newspapers for 
stressing dramatic conflict in strikes 
rather than less sensational but 
more Important negotiations. By 
playing up class conflict, said the 
speaker, our press unwittingly fur- 
thers the cause of Marxist commun- 
ists. ■ 

Outlining the place of labour 
unions in Canadian industry. Pro- 
fessor Keirsted explained that there 
arc three main factors contributing 
to instability on the union-manage- 
ment front. First there is the fact 
that the union moye'rtcnt in Cana- 
da is split into three separate or- 
ganizations: Catholic syndicates, 
A. F. of L. craft unions, and C.C.L. 
Industrial unions. This results In 
jurisdictional disputes, which are 
unknown In a country such as Brit- 
ain having a more centralized la- 
bour movement. The second cause 
of trouble in Canada Is the influ- 
ence of the American labour move- 
ment with its tradition of violence.

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The Veterans Society 

Tills afternoon tlic first general meeting of one 
of tiic most active organizations on tliis campus 
will be held. Since its incei)tion some two years 
ago, during the winter of 1944, tlio McGill Stu- 
dent Veterans' Society has devoted tlie main 
j)art of its work to helping veterans iron out the 
difficulties which are bound to arise in the ab- 
normal circumstances under which tliey are at- 
tending the university. Along with this the So- 
ciety lius taken tiie view tliat veterans must not 
(•egrcgato themselves from others on the campus. 
On the contrary, it is maintained that veterans, 
because of their past experience and greater ma- 
turity can make a siiccial contribution to student 
activity in pencral. It is for this reason that co- 
operation with student organizations, University 
authorities and all other serious-minded people 
has been tlic watcliword of the past. 

Veterans realize that nil sections of the com- 
munity have their interests at heart. They also 
understand tiiat the governuicnt has given them 
an uncc|ual!cd opportunity to furllier their acad- 
emic standing— an opportunity of which many 
would otherwise be deprived. However, witliin 
this situation, there arc some difficulties— for 
example, the questions of adequate, housing, ein- 
pioynicnt facilities and nniintcnnndc grants— 
which must be dealt with. It is very logical, there- 
fore that the veterans on this campus should have 
an independent organization which will allow 
them to voice their own views on matters sucli 
as these, and through whicii they may take the 
necessary action to help thcmBClves. Tliis is an 
example of democracy at work— illic democracy 
for which wo fought for six long years— and is 
un example which could well be emulated by the 
student body as a wliole. 

Last year, at the meeting corresponding to 
today's, several resolutions were jiassofl with 
regard to liousing and nn increase in grants. It 
was witli these resolutions in mind that the exec- 
utive planned their activities for the session ond 
exerted every effort towanl tiie sotisfacllon of 
the problems of' the Society. Stenmiing from 
these efforts there resulted tho questionnaire on 
the cost of living, tho work of tho Housing Com- 
mittee, and finally, the National Conference of 
Student Veterans was held at which nroblema 
facing Btudentg veterans at all Canadian Uni- 
versities were discussed. 

The response to the recent questionnaire in- 
dicates that tho feeling toword these problems 
is much tho same as it was n year apo. Today's 
meeting will discuss the policy of tho Society 
for the coming year, and will then elect an exec- 
utive to furtlier develop it and carry it into ac- 
tion. From this point of view then, this will be 
one of the most important meetings of tho year 
for student veterans. All those who feel that the 
Society should continue the work it has begun 
have a duty to turn out to participate in the dis- 
cussion and to elect tho officers wlin will rrprc- 
sent fliem this year. The Veterans' Snciciv is 
one whidi deals with the scrimi- prol)icni= of (lie 
well-being of. Ha mcinhcra and the student Im/iy 
ns n whole, and therefore must rcccivc'the whole- 
hcartcd support of the veterans on the campus 
if it is to carry on its work in tho best interests

Conservative Comment

Mots Demi-Cuits: 

There have recently appeared in the columns ot 
The Dally a scries of literary criticisms by certain 
gentlemen of foreign' name. Some of the comment 
made.by these individuals has been completely unin- 
telligible to us, but we shall forbear criticising them 
on that account: It may be that the authors, who 
obviously think in classical Latin, have been unable 
to transmit the subtle nuances of their thought into 
so rude a tongue as modem English. For so human 
a failing let no one be condemned.. 

. But why do these celebrated critics place so 
much stress on the modernist schools of poetry? 
Surely, 11 is a vast waste, both of time and spase, to 
monopolize half a column in explaining what every- 
one already understands. And what could be more 
crystal-dear than the cold logic of Auden and Mac- 
Neice, or more obvious than Mr. Eliot's prosaic pes- 
simisrh? As for the Boinbo Song — where is the 
student of English 2 who cannot analyse every ono- 
matopoeic syllabic of this simple classic? 

The modern critic,' rather lhan waste his lime 
in interpreting poetry which needs no interpretation, 
might well consider some of those lyrics that have 
come down to us. without footnotes, from the golden 
age of social literature. As a result of inexpert 
criticism, such masterpieces have in many cases been 
relegated to the pages of children's books, and are 
in extreme danger of being lost entirely to all but 
the most serious and persistent of students. 

We have in mind particularly a mouton-dyad. 
created by a celebrated poetess, who has become 
popular in Anglo-Saxon countries under the pseudo- 
ny of Mother Goose. The separate parts of tho dyad 
are entitled "Mary Had a LIlllo Lamb" and "Baa 
Baa Black hcep". It is not our intention to quote 
tho poems in full, for although they have been 
consistently misinterpreted, the lines are neverthe 
less familiar to even the most , elementary of stud 
cnts. Nor do we propose to discuss the artlsllc beauty 
ot the lyrics — it Is generally conceded that even 
the Swan of Avon failed lo surpass Madam Goose, 
cither in simile or stanza, and wo refuse to waste 
valuable space in unnecessary reiteration of the 
countless testimonies to that effect. 

Our task is rather (o examine the social precept: 
laid down in the two poems; for, as Mr. Eliot him 
self remarks in "The Criticism of Poetry": "Poetry 
is also a social document, and 'may be made use of 
by the historian, Ihe moralist, the social philosopher 
or the psychoanalyst". With this fact clear In our 
minds, then, let us pursue the contribution of poetess 
Goose to the' soclal^scicnces. 

The first half of our mouton-dyad — "Mary 
Had a Lltlle Lamb" — deals with mutton in the 
juvenile stage, nnd concerns itself wiUï. the psycho' 
iogleal need for security in the development of j 
mature personality. The introducUon of Maiy Indi- 
cates Mrs. Goose's awareness of the Important role 
that woman must play in a well Integrated society. 
"We clearly perceive the effect that Mary has on 
the young lamb, for — as the poeUu distils the 
thought — 

"Everywhere that Mary went, 
The Lamb was sure to go." 
Indeed, this Introduction Is an Inspiration to all 
parents, expressing as it does, in unparallelled 
imagery, the Interaction of parental and filial love 
Lstcr In the poem, however, a discordant nolo ii. 
Introduced - tho Iamb, still In Its formaUvo years, 
finds Itself discriminated agalntt because It is dit 
feront: on foUowing Its young mlptreMvto her lec- 
tures one morning, It Is refuséd^dmÏMlon by the 
teacher. « seems that for the' lamb to become 
educated Is "against the rule". 

In considering this point, it is well 'td remember 
that Mrs. Gooso was writing of contemporary life 
.ns she law it, and that there is no necessary analogy 
between condulons then and , now. In those days 
racial and religious intolerance was rife, end it may 
bo presumed that minorities actually were refused 
admissioa to • certain educational Institulcs. For- 
tunately, in this case the lamb was quite young,

Coach Doug Grant Returns to 
Aid McGill Badminton Aspirants 



The McGiU Dept. of Athletics 
has announced that Doug. Grant, 
former World Professional Bad- 
minton titlcholder, wiU again coach 
McGill teams In local and Inter- 
coUcgiato play and will also give 
instruction to all students In Bad- 
minton. Mr. Grant will be present 
as instructor on Tuesday and 
Thursday evenings from 8.00 p.m. 
on, and the first session will take 
place to-morrow night, October 
20th. Tho courts will, however, be 
open for play at 7.00 p.m. 

It 1e planned to use the small 
gym for instructional purposes and 
to leave the other six courts for 
general -play. , Students wishing to 
avail themselves of this instruc- 
tion have only to register at Cur- 
rle Gym on Tuesday or Thursday 
evening. Tho presence of Mr. Grant 
at McGill àhould afford a good op- 
portunity for beginners to acquire 
tho proper fundamentals and for 
more experienced players to cor- 
rect faults which may have de- 
veloped in their play. 

Grant Well Known 

The qualifications of. Doug. Grant 
as a player and coach are beyond 
question and his name is well- 
known wherever Badminton Is 
played. In the four-year period be- 
ginning with 1933 Grant succeeded 
In compiling ono of the most out- 
standing competitive records ever 
achieved by any player . in . this 
country. In that year, at the age of 
20, he went through the Canadian 
championships held at the Mont- 
real 3adminton and Squash Club 
without losing a single set, trounc- 
ing Winnipeg's Charlie Jones 15-4, 



15-1, in the shortest finals in his- 
tory. The following year again saw 
Grant win the Canadian champ- 
ionship without losing a set, this 
timo defeating Dick Birch of Von- 
couver— and later Montreal— in the 
final. In 1034 he also defended his 
Granite Club Invitation title, won 
tho previous year from Junior 
Goodwin, by defèating Rod Phelan, 
a former Dominion champion. 

In 1035 Grant did not play in a 
single tournament, being a victim 
of double pneumonia. In 1036, how- 
ever, he resumed his winning ways 
and became the only player to win 
three Canadian singles champion- 
ships when he. again dcfcntcd the 
persistent Birch, this time in a final 
which is recorded as tho longest 
everplayed. The exhausting match 
went over an hour before Birch, 
near collapse, saw his rival run out 
the game 15-6, 11-16, 15-0. Grant 
also won most of the provincial 
titles from Manitoba to B.C. in the 
same year. 

TURNS PRO 
By 1037 Grant had no more fields 
to conquer as an amateur, and num- 
bered among his victims Joe Za- 
harko, Vancouver's Jack Underbill, 
Waller Krmaer, the top American 
player of the time and Frank Dcv 
lin, six-time all-England champion. 
He turned professional in this year 
end toured the leading cities of 
Canada and the United States. 
Although repeatedly challenging 
Jack Purcell, he never had the op- 
portunity of mceUng the ,thcn 
World Champ in a title match and 
had to wait until Purcell retired 
last fall before inheriting the Utle.

Tlilrd, Canadian unionism is large- 
ly a new development, in which 
management and labour have not 
yet learned to co-operate to the 
limit ot their ability.

and since it was carefully sheltered from subsequent 
experiences ot this nature, the incident left no in- 
delible Impression upon It. 

The second poem — "Baa Baa Black Sheep" — 
opens on a new phase: the mutton is -mature, and 
exhibits the result ot Mary's unselfish devotion. We 
see him' self-confident .and secure in his ability to 
deal with the commercial genÙeman, while at the 
same time he replies to questions with "Yes, sir", 
thus demonstrating that he is a model of gentle- 
manly conduct and faultles manners. 

It may be assumed, we think, that this second 
poem is the product ot a later period In the poetess* 
development She demonstrates a new maturity, the 
result ot an evolution from the family consciousness, 
which seeks to deal with complex ethnic and econ- 
omic problems. The Black Sheep, in determining to 
distribute the products ot his labor equally — i.e., 
"one for my master, one for my dame" etc. — sives 



us a striking indication of the progressive spirit not 
only of himself but ot the lyricist; and this is the 
more remarkable when one con^ders that she lived 
at a time when not only Shaw and Ibsen, but even 
Marx and Engels, were entirely unknown. . 

To conclude, then, the two poems reveal Mother 
Goose|8 deep underatanding of the problems of 
developmental behavior. We feel certain that studenta 
approaching, tho- Goose works with this in mind wlll'N 
obtain lasting satisfaction, and perhaps will gain a J 
hew insight into complex problems not heretofore. 
apparent to them. Should this prove true, they will 
not have searched in vain. 

As for ourselves, we left the poems with a new 
feeling of certainty, a new confidence in the reg> 
ulated progress ot natural evolution, and a secure 
knowledge that the well-adjusted mutton must in« 
evitably reach the currant-jelly-and-brown-gravy 
stage, black markets notwithstanding.
